§ 287.10 Expedited internal review
process.

(a) Violations of standards for enforce-
ment activities. Alleged violations of the
standards for enforcement activities
established in accordance with the pro-
visions of § 287.8 shall be investigated
expeditiously consistent with the poli-
cies and procedures of the Office of
Professional Responsibility and the Of-
fice of the Inspector General of the De-
partment of Justice and pursuant to
guidelines to be established by the At-
torney General. Within the Immigra-
tion and Naturalization Service, the
Office of Internal Audit is responsible
for coordinating the reporting and dis-
position of allegations.

(b) Complaints. Any persons wishing
to lodge a complaint pertaining to vio-
lations of enforcement standards con-
tained in § 287.8 may contact the De-
partment of Justice, P.O. Box 27606,
Washington, DC, 20038–7606, or tele-
phone 1–800–869–4499.

(c) Expedited processing of complaints.
When an allegation or complaint of
violation of § 287.8 is lodged against an
employee or officer of the Service, the
allegation or complaint shall be re-
ferred promptly for investigation in ac-
cordance with the policies and proce-
dures of the Department of Justice. At
the conclusion of an investigation of an
allegation or complaint of violation of
§ 287.8, the investigative report shall be
referred promptly for appropriate ac-
tion in accordance with the policies
and procedures of the Department of
Justice.

(d) Unsubstantiated complaints. When
an investigative report does not sup-
port the allegation, the employee or of-
ficer against whom the allegation was
made shall be informed in writing that
the matter has been closed as soon as
practicable. No reference to the allega-
tion shall be filed in the official’s or
employee’s official personnel file.

(e) Jurisdiction of other Department of
Justice organizations. Nothing in this
section alters or limits, is intended to
alter or limit, or shall be construed to
alter or limit, the jurisdiction or au-

thority conferred upon the Office of the
Inspector General, the Office of Profes-
sional Responsibility, the Federal Bu-
reau of Investigation, the United
States Attorneys, the Criminal Divi-
sion or the Civil Rights Division, or
any other component of the Depart-
ment of Justice, or any other order of
the Department of Justice establishing
policy or procedures for the adminis-
tration of standards of conduct within
the Department of Justice.

§ 287.11 Scope.
With regard to this part, these regu-

lations provide internal guidance on
specific areas of law enforcement au-
thority. These regulations do not, are
not intended to, and shall not be con-
strued to exclude, supplant, or limit
otherwise lawful activities of the Im-
migration and Naturalization Service
or the Attorney General. These regula-
tions do not, are not intended to, shall
not be construed to, and may not be re-
lied upon to create any rights, sub-
stantive or procedural, enforceable at
law by any party in any matter, civil
or criminal. The Attorney General
shall have exclusive authority to en-
force these regulations through such
administrative and other means as he
or she may deem appropriate.

§ 289.1 Definition.
The term American Indian born in

Canada as used in section 289 of the Act
includes only persons possessing 50 per
centum or more of the blood of the
American Indian race. It does not in-
clude a person who is the spouse or
child of such an Indian or a person
whose membership in an Indian tribe
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or family is created by adoption, unless
such person possesses at least 50 per
centum or more of such blood.

§ 289.2 Lawful admission for perma-
nent residence.

Any American Indian born in Canada
who at the time of entry was entitled
to the exemption provided for such per-
son by the Act of April 2, 1928 (45 Stat.
401), or section 289 of the Act, and has
maintained residence in the United
States since his entry, shall be re-
garded as having been lawfully admit-
ted for permanent residence. A person
who does not possess 50 per centum of
the blood of the American Indian race,
but who entered the United States
prior to December 24, 1952, under the
exemption provided by the Act of April
2, 1928, and has maintained his resi-
dence in the United States since such
entry shall also be regarded as having
been lawfully admitted for permanent
residence. In the absence of a Service
record of arrival in the United States,
the record of registration under the
Alien Registration Act, of 1940 (54 Stat.
670; 8 U.S.C. 451), or section 262 of the
Act, or other satisfactory evidence
may be accepted to establish the date
of entry.

§ 292.1 Representation of others.
(a) A person entitled to representa-

tion may be represented by any of the
following:

(1) Attorneys in the United States. Any
attorney as defined in § 1.1(f) of this
chapter.

(2) Law students and law graduates not
yet admitted to the bar. A law student
who is enrolled in an accredited law
school, or a law graduate who is not
yet admitted to the bar, provided that:

(i) He or she is appearing at the re-
quest of the person entitled to rep-
resentation;

(ii) In the case of a law student, he or
she has filed a statement that he or she
is participating, under the direct super-
vision of a faculty member or an attor-
ney, in a legal aid program or clinic
conducted by a law school or non-profit
organization, and that he or she is ap-
pearing without direct or indirect re-
muneration from the alien he or she
represents;

(iii) In the case of a law graduate, he
or she has filed a statement that he or
she is appearing under the supervision
of a licensed attorney or accredited
representative and that he or she is ap-
pearing without direct or indirect re-
muneration from the alien he or she
represents; and

(iv) The law student’s or law grad-
uate’s appearance is permitted by the
official before whom he or she wishes
to appear (namely an Immigration
Judge, district director, officer-in-
charge, regional commissioner, the
Commissioner, or the Board). The offi-
cial or officials may require that a law
student be accompanied by the super-
vising faculty member or attorney.

(3) Reputable individuals. Any reputa-
ble individual of good moral character,
provided that:

(i) He is appearing on an individual
case basis, at the request of the person
entitled to representation;

(ii) He is appearing without direct or
indirect renumeration and files a writ-
ten declaration to that effect;

(iii) He has a pre-existing relation-
ship or connection with the person en-
titled to representation (e.g., as a rel-
ative, neighbor, clergyman, business
associate or personal friend), provided
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
